Over the past several 
years, Mr. Cook’s Portable 
BBQ Smokehouse trailer 
has become a staple in 
downtown Elba set up in a 
lot at the corner of Claxton 
Avenue and Simmons 
Street.

Last week was no differ- 
ent as Cook set the portable 
trailer up towards the end of 
the work week and prepared 
for a weekend full of nor- 
mal business. However, that 
all changed early Saturday 
morning, Aug. 24, as some- 
one allegedly decided to 
steal the trailer from its spot 
in downtown Elba. 

Monday evening, Aug. 
26, Elba Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey said the portable 
trailer was still missing; ho- 
wever, the truck used to tow 
the trailer away had been 
found in Niceville, Fla. It 
too was a stolen vehicle, 
Hussey said. 

“The truck the suspect 
was driving when he stole 
the trailer was reported 
stolen from Crenshaw 
County,” Hussey _ said. 
“That truck was located in 
Niceville; however, Mr. 
Cook’s trailer is still mis- 
sing.”

Hussey said surveillance 
cameras captured the truck 
pulling the trailer as it ex- 
ited Elba around 4:50 a.m.

“Here Come the Tigers” 
signifies the start of football 
at Tiger Stadium on the 
Elba City School campus. 
When the announcer enthu- 
siastically says those four 
words, fans stand to their 
feet, youngsters race down 
the field from their spot in 
the spirit line, the band 
plays the fight song, and ev- 
eryone knows kickoff is 
only minutes away. 

This Friday night under 
the lights at Tiger Stadium 
those four words will come 
from a new voice as Ken 
Wilson takes the helm as the 
“Voice of the Tigers” for 
Elba football. He assumes 
the announcer’s chair in the 
press box after the unex- 
pected passing of Eddie 
Vaughan earlier this year.

Wilson said Tiger fans 
can definitely expect to hear 
that a time or two each 
home game. He said he 
wants to keep Vaughan’s 
spirit and love for Elba alive 
in his broadcasts, and a he 
feels keeping some of his 
signature phrases going will 
be a great tribute to Vaug- 
han. 

But, fans can probably 
expect some new things too 
that will be unique to Wil- 
son. 

Wilson has been in Elba 
for eight years now serving 
as pastor of Westside Bap- 
tist Church.

During Elba BOE meeting held Aug. 20th 
Superintendent says enrollment 
numbers looking good for year

During the monthly board 
meeting Tuesday evening, 
Aug. 20, superintendent 
Chris Moseley told Elba 
Board of Education 
members that student 
numbers are looking good 
for the school year, espe- 


cially in the elementary 


Although the 20-day 
mark on attendance 
numbers was yet to be reach 
for the new school year 
[2019-2020], which is the 
enrollment numbers the 
state looks at regarding 
funding to schools, Moseley 
said enrollment as of last 
week was pretty close to 
where the school ended at 
the end of the 2018-2019 
school year. 

“We are just hoping to get 
some more in before that 
20-day mark,” Moseley 
said. 

He noted that it seems to 
happen every year where 
the high school begins the 
year with less students but 


seemingly gains throughout 
the school year to end with 
more students than it began 
with for the school year. 

As of last week, however, 
he said the elementary 
school had 325 students en- 
rolled in those grades. 

“All of our big groups are 
at the elementary school 
right now,” Moseley said. 

He said the big thing was 
that the numbers do seem to 
be increasing, especially at 
the elementary level. 

Overall, Moseley said 
early enrollment numbers as 
of last week had the school 
system with just over 600 
students total. 

“We've had a great start 
to the school year,” Moseley 
said. “We have a lot going 
on already at both schools. 
It is definitely busy.” 

After approving the July 
2019 financial statement 
and payment of the bills, 
board members also voted 


to approve the OCAP Serv-

Coffee County Commissioners approve 
Rebuild Alabama Plan for resurfacing

During the Coffee County 
Commission meeting held 
Monday, Aug. 26, commis- 
sioners voted to adopt the 
county’s Fiscal Year 2020 
County Transportation Plan 
regarding the Rebuild Ala- 
bama gas/diesel tax funding 
from the state. 

County engineer Marty 
Lentz said this plan is re- 
quired each year by Rebuild 
Alabama. The funds from 
the Rebuild Alabama pro- 
gram will come directly 
from the six cents gasoline 
and diesel tax that goes into 
effect next week. 

Lentz said Coffee County 
has 226 miles of local roads. 
Currently 91.7 miles need

resurfacing. 

“We knew we wanted to 
use these Rebuild Alabama 
funds on local roads,” Lentz 
said. 

The county’s estimated 
funds from Rebuild Ala- 
bama for 2020 will be 
$575,000, according to 
Lentz. Obviously, he said 
that amount of money 
would not resurface all 91.7 
miles of local roads that are 
in need of resurfacing. 

Therefore, Lentz said the 
county conducted a traffic 
count survey to determine 
which of those roads had the 
highest traffic county, and 
officials prioritized projects 
based on the traffic counts. 

Three local roads will be 
resurfaced according to the 
county’s Rebuild Alabama 
plan in 2020.

Lentz said County Road

the hospital. Other 
symptoms may include 
fever, chest pain, nausea, 
abdominal pain and 
diarrhea. Most of the cases 
are among adolescents and 
young adults. 

“Of the nearly 5 million 
youth who use some type 
of tobacco product, more 
than 3 million use 
e-cigarettes,” State Health 
Officer Dr. Scott Harris 
said. “Too many young

Food Safety Course on 
Cottage Food Law set

Who do you go o for? 


Growing up in the state of Alabama you are forced to 
make a choice, and somewhere between conception and 
your first dirty diaper the choice has already been made for 
you. This decision determines friends, enemies, and anyone 
in between. The choice is simply “who do you go for?” 

There are two major universities in Alabama. You must 
swear your allegiance to one or the other. Those who don’t 
do this are labeled “fence riders” or “just plain chicken.” 
These two all-important schools are The University of Ala- 
bama and Auburn University. Even if you attend another 
smaller school in Alabama, it is still required that you are 
either a “Bama” fan or an Auburn fan. 

The reason for this strange tradition is college football. 
For 365 days a year the Alabama/Auburn or Auburn/Ala- 
bama (depending on who you are for) game is talked about. 
Friendships have been ended and divorces have been filed 
as a result of this game. It’s just that important, or at least 
people think it is. 

My family was no exception. We pledged our devotion 
wholeheartedly to Alabama. My dad went to medical 
school at the University of Alabama in Birmingham when 
they were very closely affiliated. He also worked at Ala- 
bama as the head of the Russell Health Center after I grew 
up. Most people didn’t need a good reason, but we did have 
an excuse. 

Saturdays in the fall in my house revolved around Ala- 
bama football. We were either getting ready to go to the 
game, to watch it on television, or to listen to it on the radio. 
That was just what we did on Saturdays. No matter what 
else was going on, everything stopped at game time. The 
rest of the week was spent talking about the outcome of the 
game and what would happen when they played Auburn in 
the last game of the year. 

When the big game finally arrived, it was like a holiday. 
People planned parties, dressed in their teams’ colors, and 
even put decorations on their cars and mailboxes. My dad 
swore that if anybody did anything other than watch the Al- 
abama/Auburn game they must be a communist. Until I 
was in middle school, I didn’t even realize that anything 
else was aired on television on the day of the “big game.” 

Iremember one year in particular. We were watching the 
game and Dad got so tense that he actually vomited. I'll 
never forget my mother looking at dad and telling him that 
if a game was worth getting that worked up over, then he 
could clean it up himself. He did! 

We all get carried away with things that, in the end, just 
aren’t worth getting worked up over. Most of our days are 
spent worrying about things that really are out of our con- 
trol. Ultimately, we do have to answer the question, “who 
do you go for?” However, it’s not about college football; 
it’s about something far more important than that. Joshua 
put it this way to the children of Israel; “...choose for your- 
selves this day whom you will serve...”(Josh. 24:15). He 


was basically saying, “Who do you go for?” 

Who do you go for? To whom will you pledge your al- 
legiance? Whether we like it or not, we will all have to 
make that choice. “...As for me and my household, we will 
serve the Lord” (Josh. 24: 15).

Tigers outscored by Daleville 38-28

The Elba Tigers and Daleville Warhawks tied up Friday 
night in a second half offensive shootout in front of a large 
and loud crowd at Warhawk Stadium and when the dust had 
settled it was the ‘Hawks that had the most points on their 
side of the scoreboard as they claimed a wild 38-28 season 
opening win. 

Daleville received the game’s opening kickoff and 
promptly marched 63 yards in eight running plays to grab 
the early lead. Peanut Bloodsaw had a 17-yard gain on a 
second down and 11 play that helped keep the drive alive, 
while Jalen White gained 54 yards on five carries and 
scored the Warhawks touchdown on a 4-yard run. A two- 
point run failed, but with 6:52 left in the first quarter Dale- 
ville was already on top 6-0. 

Elba drove to a first down at the Daleville 27-yardline 
on its initial possession of the game and reached the Dale- 
ville 32 on its second series, but failed to cash in either scor- 
ing opportunity as the Warhawks remained on top 6-0 after 
one quarter of play. 

Daleville’s offense came back to life early in the second 
quarter and behind the running of White and Bloodsaw 
reached a first down at the Elba 11-yardline. The Warhawks 
got as close as the Elba eight, but the Tiger defense rose to 
the challenge and turned back the ‘Hawks to stay within 
striking range. 

Elba handed Daleville a two-point gift on a safety when 
a low snap on a punt attempt resulted in the Tiger punter 
being tackled in the endzone, and with 2:37 left in the half 
the Daleville lead was up to 8-0. 

The Elba defense came up with another big play only 
seconds later when Crasade Griffin recovered a Warhawks 
fumble near midfield, and the Tigers beat both the clock 
and the Daleville defense as they went 58 yards in just three 
plays to get on the scoreboard.

The Kinston Bulldogs 
joined forces with the 
Goshen Eagles last week at 
the “Battle at the Burg” for 
a preseason football contest 
against the Wicksburg Pan- 
thers and helped give the 
fans on the visitors’ side 
plenty to cheer about as they 
enjoyed a 17-16 win over 
the host Panthers.

Free added the extra-point, 
and with 26-seconds left in 
the quarter the 
Kinston/Goshen squad had 
opened up a 17-7 lead. 

Wicksburg drove to a first 
down at the Kinston 26- 
yardline on its ensuing pos- 
session before the Bulldog 
defense rose up to turn back 
the scoring threat. The Pan- 
thers did punch it in on their 
next possession; however, 
ona 13-yard run by JT Ack- 
erman, and White added the 
extra-point as Wicksburg 
pulled within 17-14 with 
37-seconds» lefi on the 
clock. 

Wicksburg cut the lead to 
just one point at 17-16 with 
14-seconds left after a bad 
snap resulted in a safety, but 
Kinston’s Cale Sumblin 
sacked the Panther quarter- 
back on the game’s final 
play to preserve the 17-16 
win.
